Each amendment document that includes a change 
to an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must include a complete listing of all claims evo- 
presented, including the text of all pending and withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim listing, including the text of the 
claims, in the ammdmoit document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, in the application.

A claim v/hich was previously canceled may be reinstated only by 
adding the claim as a "new" claim with a new claim number.
